To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Tadcaster  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman, 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  present  my  fifth  Annual 
Report,  especially  since  the  vital  statistics  for  1951  were  in 
almost  all  respects  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year 
and  continue  to  bear  favourable  comparison  with  comparable 
Authorities. 

Although  the  birth  rate  is  slightly  lower  and  the  number 
of  deaths  in  the  area  was  equal  to  the  previous  year,  the 
infant  mortality  rate  must  be  a  record  low  and  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  three  below  the  previous 
year.  These  factors  are  chosen  for  comment  because  they 
are  the  ones  on  which  the  healthiness  of  an  area  is  judged. 

The  Council  being  responsible  mainly  for  environmental 
conditions  in  the  area  is  primarily  responsible  for  housing, 
sewage,  sewage  disposal  and  water  supplies.  The  number 
of  houses  built  in  the  area  exceeded  100.  Your  Works 
Management  Committee  was  assiduous  in  proceeding  with 
schemes  of  sewage  disposal  and  for  providing  additional 
water  supplies.  Although  work  on  the  two  latter  problems  was 
not  put  in  hand  to  a  large  extent  during  the  year,  reaching 
starting  dates  for  the  Hook  Moor  Scheme  is  a  stage  forward 
in  providing  additional  water  for  a  substantial  part  of  the 
area.  It  is  regretted  that  similar  progress  has  not  been 
possible  with  the  Bishopthorpe  and  Copmanthorpe  Sewage 
Scheme,  the  Tadcaster  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  and  the 
scheme  to  provide  additional  water  for  Tadcaster  Township. 
In  particular  it  is  somewhat  distressing  to  have  to  report 
that  the  Council  was  under  the  continuing  necessity  of 
carrying  water  to  the  village  of  Newthorpe  during  the  whole 
of  the  year. 

Once  again  one  sincerely  acknowledges  the  assistance 
and  forebearance  of  members  of  the  Council  and  Chairmen 
of  Committees. 

As  members  of  the  Council  would  expect,  brother 
Officers  in  every  department  have  continued  to  be  helpful 
and  co-operative,  and  it  is,  as  always,  the  wish  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Office  to  reciprocate  in  like  manner. 

Without  hesitation  I  would  wish  to  pay  my  tribute  to 
the  loyalty  of  the  members  of  the  staff  in  my  office  who, 
though  small  in  number,  have  dealt  with  the  work 
conscientiously  and  cheerfully.

area  are  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  interesting 
to  notice  that  accidents  and  pneumonia  now  occupy  4th  and 
5th  place  and  that  bronchitis  only  just  retains  its  place 
among  the  first  six  commonest  causes  of  death. 

The  continued  activities  of  the  Road  Safety  Committee 
in  Tadcaster  has  resulted  in  a  concentrated  effort  to  do 
something  about  those  parts  of  the  area  producing  acci¬ 
dents,  but  it  is  regrettable  that  a  final  solution  of  the  long¬ 
standing  danger  point  at  Bramham  Cross-roads  has  not 
yet  been  reached. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  fact  that  the 
Council  was  successful  in  erecting  over  100  houses  in  the 
district  during  1951.  These  new  dwellings  contribute  to  an 
even  greater  reduction  in  the  hard  cases  of  insufficient 
housing  in  the  district  and,  to  a  small  extent,  by  courtesy  of 
the  House  Tenancy  Committee  it  was  possible  to  obtain 
release  of  a  few  unsatisfactory  houses  from  use.  It  has  always 
been  my  view  that  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
should  interest  himself  in  the  housing  problem  of  his  area 
and  I  have  to  record  with  appreciation  the  readiness  with 
which  I  have  been  admitted  to  the  deliberations  of  the 
Housing  Committee  and  its  two  sub-committees,  namely,  the 
House  Tenancy  Committee  and  the  Sites  and  Lay-outs  Sub¬ 
committee. 

Some  small  schemes  of  Public  Works  were  commenced 
in  1951.  The  supply  of  water  to  Newton  Kyme  must  be 
very  welcome. 

At  the  end  of  1951  the  Health  Committee  received  a 
report  that  the  Public  Conveniences  in  Micklefield,  Swilling- 
ton,  Sherburn-in-Elmet  and  Tadcaster  were  near  completion 
and  tenders  for  the  conveniences  in  Barwick-in-Elmet  were 
considered  in  the  last  month  of  the  year. 
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It  was  pleasing  to  watch  the  gradual  reduction  in  the 
number  of  families  housed  at  Sturton  Grange  Camp  during 
the  year.  At  the  31st  December,  1951,  thirteen  houses 
remained  occupied. 

The  year  started  auspiciously  when  we  heard  the  Bowers 
Row  Clearance  Order  had  been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 

An  unusual  honour  was  bestowed  on  the  Council  and  one 
of  the  Council’s  Architects,  Messrs.  Steel  and  Owen,  when 
the  Aberford  Housing  site  gained  the  award  of  the  Housing 
Medal  for  the  East  and  West  Ridings.

REPORT  AS  DIVISIONAL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

Once  again  a  report  on  the  work  of  the  Divisional  Health 
Office  is  inserted  in  the  annual  health  report  with  a  view  to 
acquainting  the  District  Council  with  a  summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  area  from  the  County  Council  angle. 

The  fact  of  being  without  whole-time  Medical  assistance 
most  of  the  year  has  been  a  severe  handicap,  especially 
affecting  routine  school  medical  inspection.  It  is  even  more 
regrettable  to  have  to  report  when  writing  in  August,  1952, 
that  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  immediate  prospect  of 
whole-time  medical  assistance  being  available. 

In  addition,  throughout  the  whole  of  1951,  the  Divisional 
Health  Office  continued  to  work  with  the  lack  of  one 
additional  member  of  the  clerical  staff.  Though  the  need  is 
generally  recognised,  sanction  to  the  appointment  is  still 
awaited. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture,  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able 
to  express  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors 
and  Home  Nurse-Midwives  who  work  in  this  Division.  More 
and  more  does  one  become  aware  of  the  warm  place  these 
ladies  occupy  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  they  serve.  For 
their  loyalty  to  their  work  I  have  the  privilege  of 
commending  them. 

Similarly,  one  must  speak  of  the  work  of  the  members  of 
the  Home  Help  service.  In  an  area  such  as  ours  whole-time 
work  in  this  capacity  cannot  be  guaranteed.  It  is  all  the 
more  creditable  that  enrolled  members  are  prepared  to  give 
service  at  short  notice,  and,  having  commenced  work, 
regulate  attendance  on  the  needs  of  the  case,  often  times 
giving  service  voluntarily  outside  what  can  be  authorised 
under  the  scheme. 

SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

Routine  periodic  school  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  on  343  children.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two 
re-inspections  of  defects  found  at  previous  examinations 
were  recorded.  In  the  total  of  343  children  seen  routine  107 
items  of  defect  were  discovered.  Five  per  cent,  of  the 
children  seen  were  estimated  below  average  nutrition. 

The  School  Nurses  conducted  12,690  cleanliness 
examinations  during  the  year  and  discovered  112  children 
showing  signs  of  infestation  with  lice. 

Attendance  at  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  in  Swillington, 
Tadcaster  and  Wetherby  totalled  81  in  the  year. 
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The  following  figures  relate  to  dentistry  carried  out  in 
the  Division: —

Consultative  clinics  operated  throughout  the  year,  and 
the  following  statistics  apply: — 


Eye  Clinic 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-one  children  were  examined, 
spectacles  being  prescribed  in  118  cases.  By  arrangement 
made  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committees  of  York 
and  Harrogate  we  were  told  that  46  children  had  obtained 
glasses  prescribed  during  the  year  before  the  year  ended. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic 

Ninety-three  children  attended  the  Monthly  Clinic,  and 
44  children  were  referred  for  operative  treatment;  35  of  the 
operations  had  been  carried  out  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Paediatric  Clinic 

Thirty-one  children  made  64  attendances.  Dr.  Prosser, 
from  Harrogate,  has  attended  this  clinic  regularly  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  we  have  gained  much  assistance  from  him 
in  regard  to  children  living  in  the  area. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinic 

On  the  30th  September,  1951,  we  lost  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Snow,  who  had  worked  in  the  Division  for  the  best  part 
of  three  years.  Miss  Dunkley,  who  also  works  in  Ripon  and 
Harrogate,  took  over  the  clinic  from  her,  but  unfortunately 
is  not  able  to  give  the  same  amount  of  time  in  our  area  as 
Mrs.  Snow.  Fifty-eight  cases  received  treatment  during  the 
year  and  19  cases  were  still  awaiting  attention  from  the 
Speech  Therapist  at  the  year  end. 

Sunray  Clinic 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  cases  received  treatment.

MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

Mrs.  Spurr,  who  had  worked  in  the  Division  for  almost 
exactly  a  year,  left  on  the  30th  June  and  has  not  been 
replaced. 

The  total  number  of  home  visits  made  by  the  Health 
Visitors  for  all  purposes  was  14,857. 

The  mobile  clinic  on  order  by  the  County  Council  has  not 
yet  been  delivered  and  we  still  hope  to  have  our  share  in  the 
use  of  this  vehicle  when  it  comes  to  hand. 

The  Ante  Natal  Clinics  were  attended  by  221  expectant 
mothers  on  931  occasions.  One  hundred  and  fourteen 
mothers  attended  117  times  for  Post  Natal  purposes. 

At  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  a  total  of  1,396  children 
below  the  age  of  5  years  made  8,968  attendances. 

At  Hazlewood  Castle  Maternity  Home,  540  babies  were 
born,  275  to  mothers  from  outside  the  Division.  Two  hundred 
and  twelve  children  were  born  at  home  in  the  Division.  One 
hundred  and  seventy-four  normal  residents  here  had  babies 
born  outside  the  area. 

The  total  number  of  premature  babies  born  was  46,  of 
whom  7  were  still  births.  Five  of  these  premature  babies 
were  born  at  home,  and  the  premature  baby  upit  was  used 
on  one  occasion.  Thirty-six  of  the  39  premature  babies  born 
alive  survived  over  one  month. 

In  parenthesis,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  in  connection  with 
the  12  years’  investigation  of  premature  babies  born  in  1949, 
that  of  42  premature  babies  born  to  mothers  normally 
resident  here,  5  have  left  the  Administrative  County  (it  is 
known  that  at  least  3  are  still  surviving),  and  of  the 
remaining  37,  30  have  attained  the  age  of  2  years. 

In  last  year’s  report  a  brief  account  was  given  of  the 
additional  services  available  for  mothers  and  young  children. 
In  this  connection  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  3  mothers 
were  sent  to  the  Brighouse  Ante  Natal  Hostel,  that  44 
domiciliary  confinements  made  use  of  gas  and  air  analgesia, 
and  that  it  is  a  rarity  for  a  patient  to  refuse  blood  investiga¬ 
tion  in  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic.

Home  Nursing 

Miss  Pickles,  the  District  Nurse-Midwife  formerly 

employed  by  the  Ainsty  Nursing  Association  in  the  Askham 
Bryan  area,  retired  on  reaching  the  age  limit  on  the 
28th  February,  1951,  and  we  pay  tribute  to  her  conscientious 
work  throughout  a  long  number  of  years.  Miss  Glennie,  the 
District  Nurse-Midwife  in  the  Bishopthorpe  area,  was  absent 
sick  throughout  the  year  and  we  are  indebted  to  Miss  Garratt 
for  so  ably  filling  the  gap. 

It  was  a  great  shock  to  all  those  who  knew  her  when 
Miss  Sellers,  the  relief  District  Nurse-Midwife  in  the 

Wetherby  area,  died  on  the  10th  November,  1951.  It  seemed 
regrettable  that  one  with  such  a  zest  for  living  should  have 
to  die  so  young. 

The  Home  Nurses  in  the  Division  attended  1,546  cases, 
necessitating  31,425  visits  in  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Illness — Care  and  After  Care 

Private  practitioners  reported  having  carried  out 

complete  immunisations  in  201  cases,  and  vaccinations  in  358 
cases  during  1951. 

The  whole-time  Tuberculosis  Visitor  paid  1,411  visits  to 
the  homes  of  her  patients.  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  used  on 
3  children  living  here. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Physicians, 
152  orders  for  extra  nourishment  were  issued  during  the  year. 
Twenty-six  patients  were  still  receiving  this  extra  on  the 
31st  December,  1951. 

Mental  Health  Social  Work  continued  to  be  conducted  by 
Miss  Buck  during  the  year,  and  at  the  31st  December,  1951, 
she  had  58  cases  under  legal  or  voluntary  supervision.

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Liaison  with  Other  Departments 

It  is  believed  Division  No.  9  is  the  only  Health  Office  in 
the  Administrative  County  which  has  the  benefit  of  having 
the  District  Welfare  Officer  and  the  peripheral  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Children’s  Department  under  the  same  roof.  This 
arrangement  is  the  recorded  policy  of  the  County  Council 
and  from  our  experience  here  we  cannot  speak  too  highly  of 
the  benefits  of  such  an  arrangement.  Individually,  Mr.  Moor- 
house  and  Miss  Barry  are  constantly  helpful,  and  we  believe 
in  reverse  they  find  ready  accessibility  to  the  Medical  Officer 
a  great  help. 

We  find  our  relationship  with  the  Divisional  Officers  of 
the  Architect’s  Department,  the  Education  Department  and 
the  Treasurer’s  Department  of  the  best. 


Welfare  of  the  Aged 

The  inaugural  meetings  of  interested  persons  invited 
to  take  part  in  arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  Aged  in  the 
district  were  held  in  Tadcaster  and  Wetherby  during  the 
year.  An  executive  committee  for  each  Rural  District  was 
set  up  and  each  committee  has  applied  itself  whole-heartedly 
to  the  encouragements  of  efforts  in  the  Parishes  to  date. 
The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is  honoured  to  have  been 
invited  to  become  a  member  of  each  Executive  Committee. 


Care  of  Children — Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  their  own 
homes 

The  County  Council  appointed  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
to  be  responsible. for  co-ordinating  efforts  directed  to  protect 
the  interests  of  children  neglected  or  ill-treated  in  their  own 
homes  and  as  a  general  principle  it  was  decided  to  invite  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  be  chairman  of  the  peripheral 
committee  set  up  to  consider  the  needs  of  such  children  in 
each  Divisional  Health  area. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  the  ready  response  of  both 
Rural  District  Councils  in  allowing  their  officers  to  accept 
invitations  to  join  this  committee  and  it  is  very  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  report  the  whole-hearted  interest  of  every 
member  of  the  committee.  The  problems  which  are  brought 
before  the  committee  for  discussion  are  varied  and  difficult, 
but  nothing  but  good  can  result  from  mutual  discussions  of 
such  cases.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

For  your  information  I  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1951. 

The  Tadcaster  Rural  District,  which  is  the  fourth 
largest  Rural  District  in  the  Administrative  County  of  the 
West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  is  situated  in  lower  Wharfedale, 
and  is  bounded  on  the  eastern  side  by  the  River  Ouse,  and 
by  the  River  Aire  on  the  western  side.  The  district  has 
contiguous  boundaries  with  the  cities  of  Leeds  and  York. 
No  changes  took  place  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Although  agriculture  predominates,  there  is  an  exten¬ 
sive  Brewing  Industry  in  the  town  of  Tadcaster,  and  a 
substantial  portion  of  the  western  side  of  the  district  is 
engaged  in  the  mining  of  coal.  Other  industries  are  mainly 
the  manufacture  of  Weighing  Machines,  Gas  Works  Plant, 
and  Motor  Bus  and  Coach  Bodies;  there  is  also  a  large  Bacon 
Factory  and  considerable  Railway  Sidings  and  Junction 
activity. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found  in 
the  appended  report. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
given  by  the  Chairman,  Members  and  Officials  of  your 
Council.

Following  on  action  taken  by  the  Council,  5  houses  were 
demolished  during  the  year. 


Slum  Clearance 

Confirmation  of  the  Great  and  Little  Preston  (Bowers 
Row)  Clearance  Order  No.  1,  dated  1950,  was  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Local  Government  and  Planning  on  the  22nd 
February,  1951.  This  area  involves  130  houses  and  1  lock-up 
shop.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  houses  involved  the 
vacation  dates  were  varied  from  one  year  to  four  years. 

It  was  expected  that  the  first  re -housing  would  begin 
early  in  1952. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  following  Parishes  are  provided  with  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  facilities: —

"Micklefield,  "Parlington,  Saxton,  *Sherburn-in-Elmet, 
South  Milford,  "Swillington,  "Towton,  West  Tadcaster. 

*  Modern  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Parishes  of  Aberford,  Lotherton  and  Parlington  are 
drained  into  one  works.  In  the  Wellington  Hill  and  Seacroft 
areas  of  the  Parish  of  Barwick-in-Elmet  the  properties  are 
drained  into  the  sewers  of  the  Leeds  Corporation,  and  certain 
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properties  in  the  Parishes  of  Swillington  and  Great  and  Little 
Preston  drain  into  sewers  of  the  Garforth  Urban  District 
Council. 

In  many  of  the  parishes  the  facilities  are  very 
inadequate  and  consist  of  tank  treatment  only. 

The  following  details  indicate  the  general  position  with 
regard  to  new  schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal: — 

Appleton  Roebuck,  Bolton  Percy  and  Ulleskelf  (one 
scheme  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineer).  Position — 
Still  at  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Barkston  Ash,  Saxton  and  Church  Fenton  (one  scheme 
prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineer).  Position — Scheme 
approved  by  the  Minister  during  the  year. 

Bishopthorpe  and  Copmanthorpe  (one  scheme  prepared 
by  the  Consulting  Engineer).  Position — Scheme  approved 
by  the  Minister,  but  not  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

East  and  West  Tadcaster  and  Stutton.  Position — Still 
at  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Bilbrough.  Position — Scheme  approved  by  the  Minister, 
but  not  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Towton.  The  small  modern  works  for  this  village  was 
put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

It  is  your  Council’s  wish  that  other  Parishes  where  works 
are  lacking  or  considered  inadequate  should  be  provided  with 
modern  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  when  the 
time  is  opportune.  These  are  Acaster  Malbis,  Askham 
Richard,  Healaugh,  Ledsham,  Newton  Kyme,  and  Ryther. 

In  certain  Parishes  when  new  Housing  Schemes  have 
been  completed  or  are  in  course  of  construction  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  provide  temporary  arrangements  for  the 
disposal  of  sewage,  pending  the  provision  of  permanent 
schemes. 


PRIVY  CONVERSIONS 

The  Council’s  policy  to  serve  Statutory  Notices  under 
Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  owners 
to  replace  privies  and  pail  closets  by  water  closets  was  con¬ 
tinued  during  1951.  Under  this  Section  the  Council  are 
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required  to  contribute  half  the  cost  of  the  work  involved  and 
the  necessary  provision  is  made  in  the  Annual  Estimates. 
Owing  to  the  present  very  high  building  costs  it  is  not 
possible  to  carry  out  as  many  Privy  Conversions  as  your 
Council  would  wish,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the 
number  of  privies  and  pail  closets  is  steadily  being  reduced. 

In  certain  cases,  however,  owners  have  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  the  Council’s  grant  towards  the  cost  of  individual 
and  isolated  conversions.  At  the  present  time  the  grant  is 
£10. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  sewerage  and  water  facilities  in 
certain  villages,  conversions  have  to  be  postponed.  This  is 
particularly  so  in  Micklefield,  where  the  work  cannot  be 
commenced  until  the  Hook  Moor  Water  Scheme  has  been 
completed.

Aberford,  Austhorpe,  Barkston  Ash,  Barwick-in-Elmet, 
Great  and  Little  Preston,  Kirk  Fenton,  Lead,  Ledston 
(Ledston  Luck),  Little  Fenton,  Lotherton,  Lumby,  Mickle- 
held,  Parlington,  Saxton,  Sherburn-in-Elmet,  South  Milford, 
Sturton  Grange  and  Swillington. 

This  water  is  very  soft  and  extremely  suitable  for 
domestic  use. 
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TADCASTER  PUBLIC  SUPPLY 

This  water  is  obtained  from  a  deep  bore-hole  and  a 
deep  well  at  Bilbrough,  and  is  distributed  to  the  following 
Parishes: — 

Bilbrough,  Catterton,  East  Tadcaster,  Grimston, 
Healaugh,  Kirkby  Wharfe,  Newton  Kyme  (part),  Oxton, 
Ryther,  Steeton,  Stutton,  Towton,  Ulleskelf  and  West 
Tadcaster. 

The  water  in  its  raw  state  is  rather  hard  (25  deg.),  but 
is  treated  by  a  softening  plant  to  give  a  figure  of  hardness 
5  to  8  deg.  Twelve  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year  and  eleven  proved  satisfactory.  Also  five  chemical 
samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  proved 
satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  softening  treatment,  this  water  is 
chlorinated. 

YORK  SUPPLY 
River  Water 

This  water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  York  Water¬ 
works  Company  and  is  distributed  to  the  following 
Parishes: — 

Appleton  Roebuck,  Askham  Bryan,  Bolton  Percy, 
Colton,  Copmanthorpe,  Acaster  Malbis  and  Acaster  Selby. 
Bishopthorpe  is  supplied  direct. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  Parishes  of 
Appleton  Roebuck,  Askham  Bryan,  Bolton  Percy,  Colton, 
Copmanthorpe,  and  Acaster  Selby,  can  be  supplied  direct 
from  the  Councils  supply  at  Bilbrough. 


OTHER  PUBLIC  SUPPLIES 

Twenty-eight  houses  at  Newton,  in  the  parish  of 
Ledsham,  are  supplied  by  water  from  Pontefract. 

There  is  a  9in.  main  laid  by  the  Air  Ministry  during 
the  late  war  from  the  Selby  U.D.C.  supply  at  Brayton  Barff 
to  augment  the  supply  of  water  to  Church  Fenton  Aero¬ 
drome.  This  9in,  main  is  divided  into  two  6in.  mains,  one 
to  supply  Church  Fenton  Aerodrome  and  the  other  to 
supply  the  lower  portion  of  Sherburn,  and  the  Council  are 
permitted  to  have  connections  made  to  various  properties 
(farms  and  houses)  on  the  line  of  the  main,  and  a  number 
of  properties  in  Sherburn,  Biggin  and  Church  Fenton 
parishes  are  now  connected  to  it. 
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PRIVATE  SUPPLIES 


Askham  Richard 

This  village  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  bore-hole 
to  the  eastern  side  of  the  village.  During  the  year  six 
samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

This  supply  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Works 
and  is  chorinated. 

Ledsham 

This  village  is  supplied  with  water  derived  from 

springs  in  the  magnesian  limestone  to  the  north  of  the 
village.  Eight  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  examination,  seven  being  reported  as 
satisfactory  and  one  as  unsatisfactory.  One  sample  was 
submitted  for?chemical  analysis  to  the  Public  Analyist  and 
was  reported  satisfactory,  though  rather  hard  (26  deg.). 

LEDSTON 

This  village  is  supplied  with  water  derived  from 

springs  to  the  north  of  the  village.  Ten  samples  were 
submitted  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination, 
six  being  reported  as  satisfactory  and  four  as  unsatisfactory. 
One  chemical  sample  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 

and  was  reported  as  satisfactory,  though  rather  hard 

(27  deg.). 

It  is  hoped  that  at  some  time  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  both  Ledsham  and  Ledston  will  be  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Council’s  mains  (Leeds  water). 

South  Milford 

There  is  a  private  supply  to  a  number  of  houses  owned 
by  the  British  Railways  at  Gascoigne  Wood  and  Milford 
Junction.  One  sample  from  this  supply  was  taken  during 
the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
reported  as  satisfactory.  The  Railway  Executive  installed 
an  improved  system  of  pumping  during  the  year. 

PARISHES  AND  VILLAGES  WHERE  NO  PIPED  WATER 
IS  AVAILABLE 

Newton  Kyme 

The  scheme  for  taking  water  from  Tadcaster  to  this 
village  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  was  expected 
to  be  completed  in  early  1952. 
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Newthorpe 

This  village,  which  has  the  most  serious  water  shortage 
problem  of  any  in  the  Rural  District,  has  to  be  supplied 
with  water  for  drinking  purposes  delivered  by  the  County 
Fire  Service  as  the  local  wells  have  failed. 

It  is  expected  that  with  the  completion  of  the  Hook 
Moor  Water  Scheme  which  is  to  be  carried  out  to  provide 
an  improved  supply  in  the  Micklefield  and  Sherburn  areas, 
Newthorpe  will  be  supplied  by  means  of  a  branch  main. 
During  the  year  your  Council  were  informed  that  the  Hook 
Moor  Scheme  had  been  awarded  a  starting  date  of  1st 
October,  1952. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Organisation 

During  the  year  the  Direct  Labour  system  was  extended 
to  take  in  the  Parishes  of  Great  and  Little  Preston,  Ledsham, 
Ledston,  Austhorpe  and  Swillington.  The  only  Parishes 
covered  by  the  Contract  System  at  the  end  of  the  year  were 
Sherburn  and  South  Milford. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  service  for  domestic  premises, 
a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  the  Aerodromes 
at  Acaster  Malbis  and  Church  Fenton.  The  removal  of 
refuse  from  the  Squatters  Camp  at  Sturton  Grange  is 
carried  out  by  arrangement  with  the  Garforth  U.D.C. 


Collection  Period 

The  period  of  collection  varies  according  to  the  type 
of  the  district,  but  generally  is  from  seven  to  fourteen  days 
for  dust  bins.  In  those  parts  where  coal  mining  is  carried 
out  the  dust  bins  are  emptied  weekly. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  wherever  possible  and 
ashpits  from  four  to  eight  weeks  depending  on  the  location 
and  size. 


Transport 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  owned  six  vehicles 
which  were  engaged  on  refuse  collection,  viz.:  One  Karrier 
Bantam  7  cubic  yards;  One  Fordson  Thames  7  cubic  yards; 
One  Dennis  10  cubic  yards  and  Three  Dennis  7  cubic  yards. 
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Labour 


The  Council  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  full  and 
sufficient  labour  force  to  carry  out  this  work,  but  difficulties 
arose  in  one  particular  area;  these,  however,  were  overcome 
by  the  temporary  transfer  of  other  vehicles  and  by  engaging- 
new  men.  Your  Council  have  adopted  in  full  the  wages 
and  service  conditions  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council.  The 
number  of  men  now  employed  on  refuse  collection  is  19. 


Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  tipping  at 
various  tips  throughout  the  area,  and  situate  as  follows: — 

Aberford,  Barwick-in-Elmet,  East  Tadcaster,  Great 
Preston,  Micklefield,  Sherburn-in-Elmet,  South  Milford, 
Swillington  and  Towton. 

Wherever  possible  night  soil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on 
agricultural  land  for  use  by  farmers. 

The  refuse  tips  are  in  a  generally  fair  condition,  but 
trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year  due  to  unauthorised 
persons  setting  the  tips  on  fire. 


Salvage  of  Waste  Paper 

During  the  year  58  tons  3|-  cwts.  of  waste  paper  were 
sold,  which  realised  the  sum  of  £944  6s.  Od.

FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 


Sherburn  Bacon  Factory 

During  the  year  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  358 
visits  to  the  Factory  for  the  purpose  of  Meat  Inspection  and 
240  hours  of  overtime  were  worked. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  number  of  pigs 
killed  together  with  the  amount  of  meat  condemned: —

General 

Six  notifications  of  Emergency  Slaughter  were  received 
and  the  carcases  and  organs  of  four  pigs  and  two  sheep 
were  inspected.  The  carcases  and  organs  of  two  pigs  and 
one  sheep  were  condemned. 

During  the  year  23  visits  were  made  to  inspect  various 
unsound  foods  and  the  following  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption: —

Ice-cream 

Twenty-four  premises  were  registered  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  five  of  these  being  manufacturers,  and  33  visits 
were  made  to  the  premises.  During  the  year  nine  samples 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination;  of  these  six 
were  classified  as  satisfactory  and  three  as  unsatisfactory. 


Food  Byelaws 

Byelaws  made  by  your  Council  under  section  15  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  in  respect  of  clean  food  are  now 
in  force  throughout  the  district. 


GENERAL  SANITATION 


Abatement  of  Nuisances 

During  the  year  24  Statutory  and  61  Informal  Notices 
were  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 
Altogether  67  nuisances  were  abated,  these  being  chiefly — 
roof  repairs;  the  remedying  of  dampness;  repairs  to  floors, 
gutters,  fall-pipes,  windows,  fireplaces,  closets,  etc.,  and  the 
cleansing  of  blocked  drains. 

Disinfection,  etc. 

During  the  year  5  houses  were  disinfected  following 
cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  5  houses  were  disinfested 
for  vermin. 

Factories  and  Workshops,  Etc. 

Thirty-five  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  respect 
of  the  above,  17  of  these  being  bakehouses  and  18  factories 
and  workshops.  The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  was 
good  and  no  contraventions  were  found. 


Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  made 
279  visits  for  the  purpose  of  rodent  control  to  Council 
Properties  (refuse  tips,  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewers). 
Private  Properties,  Farms,  etc.
